Ing's edition of the Bepuittimn-Gtizctte 
in his paragraphconcerningthecoun 
ty commissioners' work, he lets the 
public see that Editor Campbell knows 
even less about the performance of 
public work than Farmer Campbell 
does about ditching. 
For his in- 


struction it may be said; 


A board of county commissioners is 


composed of three members. In dis- 
tributing the worlc 
to 
be done 


throughout the county, as it is not 
possible for the whole board to give 
personal supervision to the entire 
county, it is divided into three dis- 
tricts, a certain block of contiguous 
territory, about one-third 
of the 


whole, being assigned to each. The 
different commissioners are supposed 
to look carefully after their Individ 
ual districts; to recommend the build 
ing of such pikes, bridges, etc., as 
are deemed necessary In the district. 
The size, style and general character 
of all bridges are details which are 
arranged eiclusively by each com 
roissioner for his district. When the 
Republican commissioner4 Osman, or- 
dered the bridge for Camp Creek ditch 
over the South Warsaw pike, he was 
either ignorant of what was needed, 
or was so stupid that he did not see 
that he could not make a square 
bridge fit over a diagonal 
water 


course. This Republican Moses did 
not actually too* what he had done 
until the masons told him that if 
they followed his instructions they 
would build a dam across the channel 
of the ditch.

SPOUSE OF A SIOUX PRINCESS. 


Charle* P. Jordan, Cou«in of General Cnxter 


and a Typical llurdor Scout. 


The queou of the Sioux is the vrife of 


* white num. Neither of thorn is or has 
Hnyreasou to be a&homcd of it 
Red 


Cloud, without question the greatest 
Indian cliief of this generation, gave 
her away at the altar on the Sionx res- 
ervation. The Sioux qtioou'a husband is 
Charles P. Jordaii, brother of Lieuten- 
ant Colonel Jordan, United States nr- 
my, a cousin of General Cnetor and ona 
of tho most tried representatives of thp 
government iu the Indian country. Ho 
bears tho honor of being the only whito 
man who was ever elected a member of 
the Sioux council. In their days of pow- 
er, before hardly u single white face had 
been seen west of tho Missouri river, 
the Dakotoa (Sioux) were ono nation, 
ruled by ouo ohiof. Tho last of this au- 
tocratic dynasty was Old Smoke, "who 
died in 1859 after seeing his peoplo 
pu-ikod westward and his power curtail- 
ed. Although tho husband of more thai) 
too squaw, he left but one child, a tiny 
girl, who could hardly ooo whoa Old 
Smoke gofc ready to float upward to the 
happy hunting grountle. When dying, 
he took hnr in his arnis and uarnocl hot 
The Beautiful Woman, nud so ehe has 
|lnce been known. .The Boautifnl Wom- 
an was a princess. She did no work, 
but learned of missionaries, scorned dog 
meat and kept her nails trimmed and 
her glorious blnok unir plaited and 
combed. She grew to womanhood, high 
spirited, proud and capricious—an ideal 
squaw. But as no ideal ohiof oaino to 
svoo ber sho scorned an alliance with 
any common member of the tribe. 


Young Jordan, a tall, bright eyed 


fellow of "good education and address, 
q#rno west as clerk to tho Indian agent 
at Pine Rjclgo. Ho fell in love with the 
princess, and his love was reciprocated 
by the Sionx maidou. And so they were 
married by a priest iti stole and surplice 
ftndwith all tho formalities of the white 
man's laws and customs. The big Sioux 
chiefs ,camo from miles around to attend 
the wedding, .the army officers from tbe 
neighboring posts jingled their spurs in 
the O14 Virginia reel, >vhlph followed 
the benediction, and tbe pretty Sion? 
^neeii has since becii plaid Mrs. Jordan. 
A bevy of black oyed children bleis the 
alliance. Charles P. Jordan, tho Sioux 
queen's husband, has lived ou the fron- 
tier for nmuy years. He is still in his 
prime, and his adventures would fill R 
book—or several of them. Ho has been 
scalped, shot full of arrows, has beeii 
tortured and even condemned to death 
by the hostiles. Thirty miles from Rose- 
bud agency ho has a iiuo farm and stoolf 
ranch, well wooded with oak, elm, ash 
and box elder. Tlicro is a big orchard 
of cultivated fruits close by and a series 
of artificial dams down tho valley, in 
irhich beaver are encouraged to con- 
struct their own peculiar fortifications.

China uutl Jajmn. 


One result of the war between China 


and Japau may uo the dealing out of 


' the Chinese from tho United States. 


Buthusiiiatio mcotmgs have been held 
ttinouff tho yfillow faoed, pig tailed la\m- 
drymenin.this country, wherein they de- 
claro that they will go homo to a man 
and help the mother laud against the 
Japs. Korea, which for -1,000 years had 
been paying tribute to China, 10 years 
ago sought to become an independent 
kingdom. Foreigners resident iu Korea 
put her \rp to this spurt of independ- 
ence. 
The western powers, the United 


States-omoug them, favored tho nation- 
al spirit. 
Korea sunt a .minister to the 


United States, wbo was recognized ns 
the representative of a separate power. 
China did not like it, bat was afraid to 
offend the United States and European 
powers, so did not resent it openly. 
Japan, as may be easily understood, did 
all sho conld to foster the spirit of 
Korean nationality. 


Iu 188f Count Ito, prime minister of 


Japan, and Li .Hung Chang, the Chi- 
nese premier, held a conference, In 
which the mutual status of the two na- 
tions toward Korea was fixed, or sup- 
posed to be. It was agreed that neither 
aouutry should convoy troops into Korea 
without first informing the other of her 
intention. 
China was, however, still 


determined to maintain her sovereignty 
over the peninsula and has each year 
exacted tho old tribute. It was the peas- 
ant rebellion n few mouths ago that 
precipitated matters. Curing these dis- 
turbances Japan and China each imme- 
diately threw soldiers into Korea with-' 
out tho formality of notifying the other. 
Tho war between them lias arisen iu 
brief from the following cause: China 
endeavored to force Japan to withdraw 
her troops 'from Korea. 
Japan on her 


part is trying to make China give up 
her suzerainty over Korea. 
Neither 


proposition was acceded to. 


Japan damaged the Chinese navy be- 


fore war was formally declared. China 
bad insisted that Japan should with- 
draw hoi soldiers from Korea, accom- 
panying ber demand with tho declara- 
tion that unless this were done by July 
20 sho would send au army to drive 
thum out. Japan replied that this would 
bo regarded as a menace of war. 
Tho 


troops wero sent, us threatened, and 
Japan attacked them iu transit and dis- 
abled part of the Chinese uavy. 
Chiim 


was only waiting till her soldiers and 
supplies were poured into Korea to form- 
ally declare war. Tho Chinese vessels 
•Wfiro inamied in part by British and 
German officers. 
Would it not bo re- 


markable if this putbreak in tho orient 
should bring on at hist the great Euro- 
peon war? 


Sunstroke. 


Tho modern way of treating sunstroke 


is by the icu hath. When tho hoat fever 
is on and the patient seems burning np, 
he is placed iu a bathtub and almost 
covered with cold "water. 
Ice is then 


put into the \vatar till its temperature 
falls to -J5 di'greus. 
A stream of cold 


water is played upon tin.1 patient's head 
and face. From half to three-fourths of 
an hour is long enough to iuirnorse the 
patient at first. Tho bath should, how- 
ever, bo frequently repeated if bis tem- 
perature sho\vs no signs of lowering. 
Tho normal temperature of tho human 
body is SIS degrees. 
In sunstroke it 


sometimes rises to above 110. 
Sun 


stricken subjects havo oveji bad their 
blood beatcid to this terrific point and 
recovered. Sunstroke is caused by heat 
interfering with the heart's action and 
with respiration. 
It is different from 


inero hoat prostration, from which jnost 
patients recover with rest and care. 


Sunstroke usually does not take oft 


the old or tho feeble, but men in thn 
prime of life. This is because such men 
aro moro exposed to heat iu thoir daily 
labor. Those, therefore, should bo care- 
ful of themselves iu boiling hot \voather. 
Thoy should avoid alcohol us they would 
avoid swallowing burning coals. They 
should keop tho skin clean, taking at 
least one good wash over the whole body 
every day. 
This is best taken at night 


on retiring. They should wear very thin 
clothing, and that clothiug should bo 
frequently changed and washed, 
it is 


harmful to wear vhu «amo clothiug at 
night that has been worn in daytime. 
Finally they should not worry about 
anything and not 
l>o afraid of sun- 


etrolto. 
Then they will not bo apt to 


havo it

Man traps and spring guns are ni> 


longer allowed to beset in England 
for poachers, as of old, their use, ei- 
eept within a dwelling house for its 
protection, being punishable by im- 
prisonment. Man traps for cruelest 
brutalitj1 rank with the instruments 
of torture oi>tIiG middle ages, one be- 
longing to the writer being 7 feet 
loug with teeth lii inches deep on 
each side of its grip, which is 18 
Inches long, with a spring at each 
end, so that once stopped -on aud 
sprung it would either break or most 
terribly lacerate tho legs, and its 
strength and weight of 70 pounds 
would hold its Tictim like a rat in a 
trap. 


They were made of various pat- 


terns, some being less cruel than 
others and having no teeth, but 
merely holding the poacher as in a 
vise UD.til the keeper released him. 
A lady who was ouco caught in ons 
of these when wandering in a wood 
never forgot her alarming experi- 
ence. Dog traps were also used for 
the poachers' dogs as well as for 
tbemsels'es. Spring guns worked oa 
a pivot from which were stretched 
wires in several directions, so that 
tiie gun swung around and dis- 
charged toward whichever wire was 
pushed against, probably greatly in- 
juring the poacher and most certain- 
ly arousing the keepers.—Nineteenth 
Century.

1ns Herd oil the North 1'latto. 


"It'wabiuthe summer of 1849. A 


lot of Cuhfomians were in camp on 
the North Platte, in tho vicinity of 
Chimney Hock, which is a landmark 
now of former times. The Californi- 
ans concluded they would like some 
buffalo steak out of a herd they saw 
grazing m tho distance. It was no un- 
common sight in those days. But you 
won't see it any more.

Witcher luul his 
mind made up what to do by the

That is 
tho modubt estimate that one of the 
most experienced dcntibts in the city 
made of the amount fit gold leaf ram- 
nied, jammed and beaten into tho 
molars of the metropolis annually. 
This means thai nearly 100 pounds of 
the precious yellow metal flud a rest- 
ing place in tlio mouths of New York- 
era every year. 


Tlio gold used by dentists conies in 


books. Each book contains 15 sheets 
of gold, beaten as thin as tissuo p iper. 
Those books cost the dentists £3 
apiece. It can bo bafely baid that a 
bookful of gold leaf represents $100 
worth of ileutal work—or, ra;her, 
|1UO in charges. It is hard to realize 
that such an amount of gold is used 
every year in such a way, but the 
fact remains. Tho demand for gold 
filling is increasing every year 
It 


was expected that aluminium and 
other metals would take its place, 
but it easily stands at tho head of the 
list and will continue to for some 
time to come. —Now York Journal.

In the cornfield along the sunken 


road at Antietam, Dr. Brinton saw a 
Confederate corpse Bomi-erect, one 
foot on the ground, one knee against 
a bank of earth and ona arm 
stretched forward on a low breast- 
work. His znusket with rammer in 
lay on the ground, and the appear- 
ances indicated that he had been 
kflled while rising to load and fire. 
He was shot through the center of 
the forehead. In the field adjoining 
the doctor counted nearly 40 dead 
Confederates, some with then- arms 
rigidly in the air, some with legs 
drawn and fixed., and many with 
trunks drawn and fixed. 


The positions were "not those of 


the "relaxation of death," but were 
due to "final muscular action at tha 
last moment of life, in the spasm of 
which the muscles set and remained 
rigid." The wounds were chiefly in 
the chest, though some were in the 
head and abdomen. His observations 
were made 36 hours after death.— 
Popular Scieuco Monthly,

Tho Oldc»t Church. 


The oldest Christian church in the 


world is at Rome. Not far from the 
great church of St. Maria Maggiore, 
in a- street bearing the same name, ia 
the much smaller church of St. Pu- 
entiana, which tradition, as well as 
the opinion of archaeological experts, 
declares to be tho most ancient of the 
Christian edifices of Rome. 


About tha middle of the first cen- 


tury a certain Roman senator named 
Pudens had a house on this spot. He 
was a Christian convert and, it is 
said, a distant relative of Paul the 
Apostle, who lodged with him from 
A. D. 41 U> 50, and converted his two 
daughteifa, PraxedesandPudentiana. 
For the religious uses of hhnself and 
guests he built a small chape', hi this 
house, and when he died in 90 and 
his wife a year later his daughter 
added a baptistry, the plans for 
which were drawn by Pius, the then 
bishop of Rome. In course of time 
a church was erected on the site of 
the original house of Pudens and con- 
secrated by the bishop in 108 or 145.

A frightful accident happened at 


,he crossing of the L, E. & W. and 
Market street last night about 1:60 
o'oloclc; when Wm. Huffman, living 
at 811 St. Johns avenue, was killed 
outright, Isaac Butler, of South Met- 
calf street, badly burt, a team of 
mules killed and a wagon smashed 
nto splinters. 


The two men had cleaned a vault 


on the premises of Eev. Berry, on 
Market street, a short distance east 
of the scene of the accident, and 
were enroute to the garbage grounds 
with, the contents when, in driving 
over the L. E. & W., the wagon was 
hit by a Union Tank Line car, six of 
which switch engine 42, engineer 
Brownj was bringing over from Soutli 
Lima to the yards on this side, the 
engine being in the rear. The wagon 
was smashed into fragments, and 
Butler hurled to one side of the 
track, landing on his head. 
He was 


rendered unconscious and was found 
in that condition when Grosjean's 
ambulance, summoned at once, ar 
rived. Pieces of the wagon weie 
scattered about and the crossing and 
pavement besmeared with the 
filth 


from the barrels which were smashed 
by the collision. ' One mule was 
thrown up against the target shanty 
while the other was caught between 
the 
cars 
and 
dragged 
between 


the rails to High street, which wa: 
reached 
before the 
engine 
was 


stopped. 
Huffman was caught be- 


neath the forward trucks of the car 
and rolled and dragged across High 
street, a distance of over a square 
from where the wagon was struck. 
When the cars were finally 
stopped, 


his dead and 


HOlilUBLr MANGLED BODY 


was found lying close against and on 
the outside of the west rail, his left 
arm being completely severed and ly- 
ing on tbe other side of the rail, his 
right arm crushed from the elbow 
down and hanging by a few shreds of 
flesh. His chest was crushed, one of 
nis luogs being forced through a 
frightful wound just below She neck. 
The left side of his head was laid 
open 
by 
a 
horrible 
gash. 


An examination afterwards disclosec 
that his ribs were all broken. IIii 
clothing was almost completely torn 
from nis body. 


The dead man was taken to Gros- 


jean's and Butler to the Myers hos- 
pital, 240 South Elizabeth, Drs. Herr- 
man and Kahle summoned and a 
messenger sent, for coroner Stueber. 


It was fully an hour after the acci- 


dent before the identity of the men 
was established. 
No one knew them 


and Butler, who was conscious a few 
seconds at a time, was too badly hurt 
to talk. H. Napier, of South Lima, 
was on his way to the C., H. & D. 
depot take the 2:45 train for Toledo, 
when he learned of the affair and 
upon visiting 
the 
hospital 
and 


morgue, 
identified the " victims at, 


Huffman and Butler. 
The body ol 


the former was being washed anc 
prepared when coroner Stueber ar- 
rived. 
After viewing the remains he 


visited the fire department and as 
health officer instructed the chief to 
take a line of hose and wash the tilth 
spilled over the crossing ancl pave- 
ment, into the sewers, which was 
done. 


In the meantime the switching 


crew had removed the wrecked wag- 
on, barrels, etc., which blockaded the 
C., H. & D. tracks. 


The switching crew was In charge 


of foreman Wilson, and switchmen 
Sweeney and Purcell were riding on 
the first ear and 


THE ONE THAT HIT THE WAGON. 


Yardmaster Henry was standing on 
the car with the boys. According to 
the statement of the trainmen they 
saw the men drive upon the track as 
they approached Market street, ancl 
called to them to get out of the way, 
but instead of stopping the driver 
whipped the horses and urged them 
on. Seeing a collision was inevitable 
Yardmaster Henry 
and 
Sweeney 


jumped. Purcell did.not have time 
to jump. His lantern was broken 
and the car about him covered with 
broken pieces of the wagon and the 
filthy contents. The engine must 
have been going at a fairly gooc 
speed, for the cars were not stopped 
until High street was reached, the 
front car, which dragged poor Huff- 
man, being a short distance beyond 
the crossing. 


After being taken the Myers hos- 


pital Butler regained consciousness 
at intervals, during which an eltort 
was made to learn something about 
the accident, but all he could say 
was "They didn't blow the whistle.' 
He repeated these words a number of 
times. About S o'clock he was able 
to be removed to his home. 
His in- 


juries consist of a badly lacerated 
right ear and a big lump on his head. 
In speaking about the matter to a 
TIMES-DEMOCRAT representative, he 
stated positively that the bell was 
not being rung and there was no 
sound or anything to warn them of 
the approach of the cars until they 
were on the track. 
Huffman was 


driving ancl Butler was standing up- 
right in the rear .of the wagon, and 
the cars were so close upon them and 
coming so fast that he did not have 
time to jump. The car hit the for- 
ward end of the wagon which was 
what saved Butler's life. Unless he 
Is injured internally, and no symp- 
toms of such have appeared, he will 
be able to be around in a short time. 


Huffman was aged about 58 years 


and was Butler's 
stepfather. The 


widow is an old lady about twenty-
